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BRAINS AGAINST BOODLING.

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TILLMAN AND TEA. - 

. The unique Ben Tillman, Senator from South 
Carolina, confined his participation in the tariff 
debate to an insistent, persistent and logical de- 
mand for a duty of 10 cents a pound on téa. in 
the end he forced a vote on his amendment and 
lost his point, but gained a compromising propo- 
sition for a bounty of 10 cents pound on tea of 
domestic production. 


ator Tillman’s campaign have doubtless conclud- 
ed that he has surrendered his free trade prin- 
ciples, accepted protection as the only tenable 
theory and that he was perfectly serious in his 
advocacy of the tea tariff. Perhaps he was. He 
presented to his fcllows a ‘case invulnerable as 
to logic and appealing as to facts. He told and 
retold the tale of the pioneer tea farmer of South 
Carolina—how he had patiently studied, worked 
and experimented, testing soils, trying methods vf 
propagation and of picking, gathering, curing and 
packing until he had successfully grown marketa- 
ble tea and created a real infant industry. 

It was such a promising industry that any 
man who had sat in the Senate and listened for as 
many years as Tillman had to sermons on the 
beneficences of protection, must recognize its 
rights to the fostering care of a great Govern- 
ment which admitted tea free of duty. Every 
reason that applied when tin plates were given 
a prohibitive duty -pplied to tea; every argument 
for a duty on sugar was an argument for a duty 
on tea. The tariff which was credited with 
placing this country in the first rank as a pro- 
ducer of steel would make it ultimately superior 
to China as a producer of tea. From the one 
lone South Carolina tea plantation would come 
eventually a great tea industry, demanding the 
utilization of millions of acres. 

We have a lurking suspicion that Senator Till- 
man was laughing at his grave and reverend 
companions, but he never smiled. Neither did 
they. They accepted his reductio ad absurdum 
of the whole protective system with appropriate 
solemnity. They could see no absurdity in a 
proposition to tax eighty odd million people $10,- 
962,300 a year that the lone tea grower of South 
Carolina might get 10 cents more a pound for his 
product. But they feared the political conse- 
quences of such a tax, so they are considering the 
advisability of taking $1000 a year from the treas- 
ury instead of the $10,000,000 from the pockets of 
the people. 

Possibly Senator Tillman didn’t intend it, but 
he has dragged from the Senate majority a denial 
in fact of their fostering care over infant indus- 
tries. Would it not really be more sensible to 
protect this solitary tea grower and encourage a 
real infant industry than to confer protection on 
the Steel Trust, which dominates the markets 
of the world, or the Sugar Trust, which grows 
ever fatter off its tariff-born monopoly?

Many papers refer to the Cuban situation by 
saying that the “‘next time the American flag is 
raised’’ over the island it will stay there. The 
American flag was not raised, either literally or 
figuratively, during the recent intervention. Gov. 
Magoon acted as an official of the Cuban Re- 
public and the management of Government af- 
fairs was in the hands of Cubans with American 
army officers as “advisers,’’ but without author- 
ity. The Stars and Stripes appeared only where 
United States troops were quartered, not over 
the Government palace or other public buildings. 

SOUTHWESTERN “BOOSTING.” 

When Mineola, Tex., closed the month of June 
with a “booster” picnic, 3000 persons gathered 
from the country around the town, brought with 
them 21 different kinds of food from that part 
of the State and listened afterwards to the ad- 
vice of the orator of the day. 

He was an eloquent speaker and the highest 
point of his eloqueyce was reached when he told 
them to “forget that there are such persons as 
Jo Bailey and Cone Johnson in existence,” be- 
cause their future and the future of Texas did 
not depend on Jo Bailey and Cone Johnson, but 
on their own use of their own intelligence on 
their own ground. ; 

Perhaps the “loud applause’’ was not loud 
enough to stop work across the State line in Okla- 
homa, where they were harvesting “the biggest 
potato crop in the history of the State.” The 
biggest potato crop and the 21 virieties of food 
out of Southwestern soil were also applause for 
that conclusion. Applause of the same kind will 
come in continuously from the back districts in 
returns which will; show that Southwestern his- 
tory of the best kind is made in the Southwest 
and not on the Potomac. - 

In Texas and Oklahoma every man who is born 
with Southwestern habits is a born statesman. 
There are different ways of showing it at differ- 
ent times, but it never shows more clearly than 
in the call the Southwest is now sending up for 
more freight cars to move the products of intelli- 
gence, operating on its own ground. 
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It is a sad commentary on the influence of 
public sentiment and auti-election promises when 
it is admitted by the President that the tempera- 
ture is likely to influence the enactment of the 
tariff bill. 
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GROWING DEMAND FOR PENSIONS. 

Forecasts of Mr. Taft’s message to the first 
regular session of Congress include a recom- 
mendation of a civil pension law. Apparently the 
belief that some provision should be made for 
superannuated Government employees is gain- 
ing ground. The plan outlined calls for com- 
pulsory contributions by those actively employed 
with a treasury appropriation constantly de- 
creasing as the compulsory contributions accum- 





ulate to the point of meeting all requirements. 


The idea that the appropriations from pub- 
lic funds would decrease is highly optimigtic, It 
is doubtless offered as an emollient to soften op-* 
position. Experience teaches that once the pub- 
lic hoard is tapped, it is never again plugged. 

But the movement of which this is a part is 
worldwide and as to Government employes it 
is wrapped up with the question of efficiency in 


{the service. New department heads in Wash- 
jington always plan for increased efficiency only 


to give up in despair when confronted by the 
first necessity of depriving old employes of their 
means of livelihood.

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50 YEARS OF OIL. 


It will be 50 years next month since Col. Drake} 


drilled the first oil well on Oil Creek, near Titus- 
ville, Pa. Before that time an illuminating oil 
had been made from certain kinds of coal and 
also from “shale” rock; sperm oi] was in use, as 
were candles. But the production of petroleum, 
steadily increasing the world over, has caused 
momentous revolutions of many kinds, within the 
range of its effects being numbered the oil lamp, 
the oil engine, the automobile and the world’s first 
billionaire. 

But more important than any of these is the 
increase in wealth which the oil industry brought 
to the nation. How many thousands of’ millions 


it has amounted to is a speculative rather than.< 


statistical problem, but it was all drawn from the 
earth in a steady stream of dollars of new crea 
tion. In 1906 the production of crude petroleum 
Was valued at $80,277,000, in 1907 it was $123,- 
260,000, and the American product:on is now 55 
per cent that of the world. This wealth in its 
utilization was the m- .ns to new developments 
and the cause cf new industries which in turn 
produced more wealth. 

In this half-century the industrial and com- 
mercial progress of the world has been greater 
than in the whole time of civilized existence, and 
this newly discovered wealth was a mighty contri- 
butor to that progress. The share of the United 
States alone has been more than $100,000,000 a 
year for many years and it is not unlikely that 
the oil drawn from the earth in 50 years exceeds 
in value all the gold produced since the discovery 
of America, which totals about 12,000 millions of 
dollars. The net profits of the Standard Oil Co. 
alone are estimated at 9800,000,000 since its organi- 
zation in 1882. 

At the end of the 50 years the oil industry, in- 
stead of having exhausted the supply or brought 
the end in sight, is larger than ever. China, 
Japan, Russia, Austria and Mexico have all become 
oil-producing countries and the American field 
has been extended beyond all expectation. Oil 
will continue indetinitely to be a source of 
wealth. It is an indispensable commodity. Its 
products are wonderfully various, and yet 50 years 
ago it was practically unknown. The indispensa- 
ble of today was dispenasble during fifty-nine- 
sixtieths of the period of civilized life.

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. TEETH OF SCHOOL CHILDREN. 

An examination of the teeth of 500 New York 
boys and girls between 14 and 16 years of age 
showed that only 14 had sotind teeth. Only 25 
had ever had any dental treatment except ex- 
traction, there were 2808 unsound teeth in 456 
children and 2551 of them ‘could be saved by 
dentistry. ‘ 

The investigation was conducted under the di- 
rection of the Bureau of Municipal Research 
and the children examined were all applicants 
for “work papers” permitting them 'to work dur- 
ing vacation. <A further result was that the 
necessary dentistry would cost from $5000 to 
$10,000. 

The condition was undoubtedly not unusual 
and is illustrative of the extent to which med- 
ical inspection of school children and treatment 
of those undble to pay for it may be carried in 
the end. Neglected teeth are, perhaps, not as 
bad as neglected eyes, but investigation contin- 
ually reveals new opportunities for the physical 
betterment of the race. The teeth are a highly 
essential part of the physical equipment. Their 
care and preservation are important. The teach- 
ing of care and preservation can obviously not 
always be entrusted to .arents. In such cases 
does municipal solicitude overstep when it inter- 
venes to recommend or even to provide the ap- 
plication of dentistry which has been credited 
with increasing the average length of human 
life in this country a full year?

i felt no nervousness, no fears; I was 
absolutely sure that my speech would be 
crowned with success. The procession 
formed, the band played and led the 
parade. My father was resplendant in 
his regalia. I was seated with the 
presidents in open view and saw my 
moth@s admiring eyes rest upon us. 
She may have seen my father, but not 
after I came into view. It was surely 
the proudest day of my life. But, like 
all good and enjoyable sensations, it 
found an end. 

Jimmy Husted had been called upon 
to give a patriotic recitation at the 
opening of the program, and he chose 
for his selection the Declaration of In- 
dependence. Now, very few people had 
ever read the Declaration, and the audi- 
ence for the most part thought it was 
an original speech by Husted. He was 
greeted at intervals with loud “‘Bravos” 
by a red-headed Irishman, who inter- 
rupted his reading with “That’s right, 
Husted.

“TIE red-letter day in our nation’s 
7 milestones that stirs my memory, 

came to pass many years ago, and 
my disobedience to the ship’s mate start- 
ed me on the path that eventually led 
to my rewafd upon the glorious Fourth, 
a few months later. 

i had shipped before the mast upon 
the merchant vessel Luna, and my ex- 
perience as a sailor had prepared me 
for the conspicuous part of the cele- 
bration which served me in the mining 
camp of California, where my nautical 
training came into play. 

While we were in the port of Christ- 
iana, discharging a cargo of cotton, I 
refused to obey a command of the 
mate, an English bully. I could not, 
without lowering my self-respect. I 
threw a bucket of tar at his head, 
and then my best judgment told me to 
run. So I grabbed the hand of an En- 
glish sailor boy, and we started for the 
hills of Norway to escape the mate’s 
wrath. 

What we suffered in those cold, bleak 
Norwegian hills for two days, until the 
Luna left port, was something dread- 


ful. We lived on the black bread so conr- 


monly used by the peasants, and the 
way we kept warmth in our bodies was 
sufficient punishment for my disobed- 
fence. Eventually we shipped aboard a 
Norwegian brig, and in due season 
reached San Francisco, and I became 
land lubber. From here, soon after land- 
ing, I went up into the mining country 
of Ophir, to try my luck in the minés. 

And now begins my story of that 
lucky Fourth of July. It was my first 
experience with the miners, and I 
thoroughly enjoyed the freedom from 
restraint, after my turbulent trials 
aboard ship. There was plenty of gun- 
powder exploded, firecrackers and fire- 
works, but in the midse of the celebra- 
tion the halyards broke and the flag 
came sailing down from its position on 
the top of a very tall flagpole. The 
superstitious miners looked on with 
dread when they saw Old Glory lowered 
on their patriotic display. But no one 
would volunteer to climb that mast and 
mend the ropes. They were afraid, and 
then sOme one remembered me, and 
asked me to perform the feat. That had 
been my training, and so, of course, I 
did not hesitate to dg such an easy 
thing as that. 

I climbed that pole, and never, in aft- 
er life in the performance of a public 


task, did I get such a reception. If I 


had commanded the sun to stand still 
and had succeeded, the appreciation 
could not have been greater and the 
praises, falling upon the heart of a boy 
who had heen accustomed to rebuffs, in- 
stead of kindness, affected me to tears. 
To add to my cup of joy, these miners 
took up a collection and presented me 
with a $20 gold piece, in recognition of 
my deed.

Senator Daniel Was 
on Field of Gettysburg. 


ASSOCIATE the Foltrth of July

ferent conditions. One under the stimu- 
lus of victory secured by the courage- 
ous work of the day before;“the other 
with broken spirits, leaving fallen com- 
rades on the bloody field, to find pres- 
ervation from the battle ground that had 
been so promising. The vanquished 
were ordered to seek the security of 
the homeward lines. 

Orders for retreat were issued in the 
morning. Trains of wounded were sent 
over to the Chambersburg and Fairchild 
routes, and the army was to follow at 
night. ' 

Rain set in, and the roads were. soon 
well nigh impassable. But the rain 
helped us. 

The enemy in pursuit could not get 
through the mud with their heavy bat- 
teries. And 80 we reached Mount 
George. The day preceding the Fourth 
was one of the saddest days of my 
life. The armies seemed like mighty 
wild animals, snarling at each other 
and making ready for the death strug- 
gie. The fire of infantry and cross 
artillery plowed the trembling ground 
through the line of batteries. The sight 
of the conflict was grand and-thrilling. 
Every soldier who looked on Pickett’s 
charge longed to be in It was Gn 
witnessing this sight that Gen. Lee re- 
marked: “It is well war is so terrible, 
or we would grow too fond of it.’’ 

On the retreat, the army, already 
shorn of its invincible pride, was met 
by the disheartening news of the de 
feat at Vicksburg, which practically 
gave the Federals contrg!l of the Mis- 
Sissippi from its source to the Gulf. 
Many entertaining incidents happened 
on the way, but we were in poor humor 
to enjoy them. Yet the morale “of the 
army appeared not at all affected. 

The defeat was owing to position, 
and we fell to guessing and comparing 
the results, should the positions dis- 
cussed have been on their side. 


Senator Overman Makes 
Speech That Turns Careeer. 


HE Fourth of July, 1876, was my 
most memorable celebration. 

I had just been graduated 
with my M. A. from Trinity College, 
and felt proud of my opportunity to 
speak on this august occasion, as it 
was the first Fourth that had been 
celebrated since 1861. . 

It took the South a long time to re- 
cover from the memory of the war, 
but, after 15 years of thinking it over, 
we concluded to keep the day of our 
glorious independence. 

I think we made up in enthusiasm 
for our long silence. 

I know that my speech bristled with 
“hurrah for the Union,” “America for 
the Americans” and such sentiments. 

I know that I enjoyed that Fourth 
more than at any other time in my 


life, and I helieve it was because we 


felt the spirit of it so strongly. 
Senator Noel Had First 
Celebration in Florida. 


HE boyhood celebration of our na- 

T tion’s milestone was not one that 
I remember, for I lived on a big 

cotton plantation, way down in Holmes 
County, near Lexington, Missy miles 
away from our nearest neighbor. And I 
have no recullection of ever seeing a 
Fourth of July celebration in my youth, 
But I do remember one that we cele- 
brated down in Jacksonville, Fila. 
It was during the Spanish war. I 
was captain of Compary K, Second 
Mississippi Volunteer Infantry, First 
Brigade, Third Division, Seventh Army 
Corps. I enlisted as a private, but was 
unanimously elected captain. 
Upon this Fourth in question, we 
planned to have a review, and Jackson- 
vile had many visitors from the sur- 
rounding country to witness our great 
celebration.

It 
was a most forlorn day, and the rain 
was insistent.

Early’s departure was planned with 
much secrecy. His attorneys after a 
long fight finally succeeded tonight in 
obtaining from Health Officer Wood- 
ward the necessary papers for the man’s 
release and immediately arrangements 
were made for his transfer from the: ob- 
scure shanty in which he was isolated 
to the Union Station, where no dif- 
ficulty was encountered in chartering 
a bagage car for the trip. - 

Only a few newspaper men at the 
station knew of Early’s presence as he 


elbowed through the crowds in com- 


pany with a health officer. 

Early was locked in the baggage car 
with T. C. Seavy, a Salvation Army 
worker who was deputized as a guard. 

Upon his arrival at New York he will 
be met by Dr. Bulkley and taken to 
the hospital. 

Much interest was aroused here and

Husband Refuses to Be Edu- 
cated and So She Goes 
to Death.

COLUMBIA, Mo., July 3.—The love 
dream which came to Mrs. Sarah Acton, 
64 years old and a grandmother, when 
shs married Turner Acton, 19 years old, 
three months ago, ended when she lost 
her pension because of the marriage and 
when her boy husband refused to learn 
to read, and so yesterday she killed her- 
self with poison. 

In her honeymoon Mrs. Acton woré a 
happy smile and Acton seemed as fond 
of her as she was of him. The bride- 
groom’s aunt, at whose house in this 
city they were married, said that the 
pair acted as though the difference in 
their ages never crept into the thoughts 
of either. 

“They were both as though she were 
no older than Turner,’ the aunt told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Expected Love’s Constancy. 
Mrs. Acton, who was strong and ac- 
tive ard industrious despite her years 
and her white hair, said she felt sure 
thal her husband's love for~her would 
last as’ long as she lived and that he 
never would weary of her because of 
her age. 

“Age has nothing to do with love,” she 
said at the time of their marriage. 
“What does it matter to me that | am 
so much older than he? And I am so 
sure of Turner that I can say for him 
that my age makes no difference to 
him. I know that he never will rezret 
marrying me, and that his heart wil! 
never turn to any younger woman. If 
I didn’t trust him as I do I would noi 
leve him. 

“Why should any one concern them- 
selves with our marriage? I wanted 
someone to be kind to me and a com- 
panion in the lomely last years of my 
life, and he needs someone to mother 
him and look after him. That.is what 
I expect to do—to help him get oh in 
the world. O, no, there'll oe theaters 
or spendthrift ways for us.” Only work 
and home and church.” 

Acton and his venerable bride met 
about five months before they were 


rmarried. Their courtsnip was quiet and 


they both said that they expected to 
“settle down’’ and accumulate proper- 
ty. Mrs. Acton had saved about $900 
and had a pension of $12 a month. 
They went to live in a cottage which 
the bride furnished and then came the 
news that her pension would be discon- 
tinued as she was no longer a soldier’s 
widow, but Acton’s wife. The loss of 
the pension money preyed.on her mind. 
Young Acton possessed great physica] 
strength and knew all about how to 
manage a team of horses, but his in- 
tellectua] education had been negiect- 
ed. He wag not a proficient reader. 
Mrs. Acton decided that the early neg- 
lect should be remedied and that he 
should learned to read. She tried to 
teach him and le rebelled. 
That was .another poignant sorrow 
to her. It was almost as bitter a dis- 
appointment as the loss of her pension, 
for she was prouu and fond of the boy 
and wanted him to advance in all 
things. 
Bride Makes Her Will. 
About six weeks ago her thoughts 
turned to death. She-made her will at 
that time, but the $900, which was to 
have been the nucleus of her boy hus- 
band’s fortune was not left to hm. He 
was cut off with $1 and the remainder 
was left to a son-in-law, Ed Loftus, on 
condition that while his w..e, Mrs. Ac- 
ton’s daughter, lived she should be paid 
interest on the money. 
Mrs. Acton became more and more 
depressed. Her countenance grew more 
and more to wear a shadow, and the 
shadow grew darker. Yesterday she 
wrote a note, asking that dynamite be 
placed in her grave, so that no one 
would dare molest her last resting place. 
Then she drank acid and two hours 
later expired. 
In a note to Mrs. John Carter. at 
whose home she was a housekeeper 
when young Acton met and wooed her, 
she said: 
“I hate to leave you, but I can’t live. 
I have not got a friend, and all of my 
money is gone. Don’t no one grieve 
for me. I am going to rest. Tell Tur- 
ner, her husband to stay close by me 
till I am buried. Good-by. 
“SARAH A. MONTIAMENT.” 

Montiament was the name of Mrs. 
Acton’s first husband, who died about 
@ quarter of a century ago.

TU SICK RIVER 


Des Peres’ Health Is in Hands 
of Commissiener H. 
Wheeler Bond. 








River des Peres is going to receive a 
course of medicine. 

Dr. H. Wheeler Bond, Health Com- 
missioner, and Water Commissioner -Ad- 
Kins are to be the physicians. They 
have Made an examination of the river 
and have found several bad symptoms—~ 
like foul breath, poor circulation -— 
choking sensations. 

The first prescription will be several 
thousand pounds of copper sulphate, di- 
luted in 56,000,000 gallons of water. Dr. 
Bend directs that a full dose be given 
the river daily until it rains, and the pa- 
tient’s size and circulation show,.an in- 
crease, 


River Very ck. 
Just at present the reer is strong 


enough, but very sick, nevertheless. 
Many residents along its course contend 
that it is dead, The water and copper 
sulphate are expected to invigorate the 
stream considerably. 

Severa] tanks in which to mix the 
copper sulphate will be placed along 
the Des Peres between Wellston and 
Forest Park next week. As fast as this 
disinfectant and deodorant is prepared 
it will be pumped into the river, fol- 
lowed by 6,000,000 gallons of water. It 
is expected that this treatment wil) 
flush the river along its entire length 
and reduce the fetid odor which char- 
acterizes it ‘at several points. 

Dammed Two Ways, 3 

The allowance of water which Com-’ 
missioner Adkins will contribute is about 
1.14 of the daily consumption at this 
time of year. It is thought that with 
the flow from sewers the head of water 
will be sufficient to clear the stream 
of the debris that, together with numer- 
ous vitizens, has dammed it south and 
west of Forest Park. 

Five million gallo of water would 
easily float several steamboats if con- 
fined in a basin of proper dimensions, 
but it will rot be enough to afford a 
navigable depth for the 18 miles of the 
River des Peres, ; 

On Gays when there is a considerable 
rainfall, the River des Peres will not 
have to take its medicine.

He took the matter under advisement 
with several of his friends and decided it 
would be best to demonstrate to Gebbia 
what a simple matter it was to be 
hanged. 

The prisoner made no objection to a 
rehearsal and accompanied Johnson to 
the gallows. 

“There will be no trouble in breaking 
his neck,”’ said Johnson when the trial 
was over.- “If he follows my instruc- 
tions it will be broken as clean as a 
whistle. All he has to do is to stand 
where I place him and he will ‘nat feel 
the slightest pain.

The witness told of alleged doings of 
two women after they searched her for 
stolen property in the room of Miss 
Barrett in the Hotel Wellington on the 

night of Jan. 5, following the raid of 
two women on the defendant's room at 
474 LaSalle avenue. 

Her story on direct examination under 
the coaching of P. H. O'Donnell, her 
chief counsel, was replete with sensa- 
tional charges, but the story was slight- 
ly twisted under the cross-examination 
of Assistant State’s Attorney Benedict 
J. Short. The prosecutor states flatly 
that the story is an invention and hopes 
to shatter it when the case is resumed 
on Tuesday morning. 

Cannot Identify the Man. 

" One of its weak points appeared to be 
that she neither could name nor identify 
@ man who is supposed to have at- 
tacked her after the encounter with 
Miss Barrett and Mrs. Kenyon now 
Gead, who was expected to be the chief 
corroborative witness. 

The story not only astonished but 
apparently amused Mr. Short, Capt. 
O’Brien and the detectives who have 
worked on the case. They all unite in

LAST OF THE OLD PARIS 
BOULEVARDIERS IS DEAD 


Marquis de Flers, a Famous Beau 
in His Day, Dies at 
Age of 96. 


PARIS, July 3.—The last of the old 

guard of the boulevardiers, a type 
once so famous and popular that 
without them no novel of Parisian 
life was complete, Is dead. He was 
Marquis de Flers de la Mette Ange. 
and with his death this week, at the 
age of 96, there passed into history 
the last of a long line of gallant old 
beaus who have helped make Parts 
what she is. 
The marquis, although he had large 
estates In Touraine, kept a flat in 
Paris, overlooking the Boulevard Des 
Italiens, strolling along which he 
could be seen almost every afternoon 
in the past sixty years. His tall form, 
aristocratic presence, fastidious dress 
and courtly’ bearing made him a not- 
able figure. He was beloved of the 
Parisian populace, who saw in him 
the Jast of the old regime of beaus 
who had witnessed the glory of the 
boulevards decline and the parades 
become unfashionable, grven over to 
tourists and catch-penny shops and 
cafes. 

The aged marquis always expressed 
the hope that he would die standing

BULLET TAKES 
-BOV NEAR DEATH 
ON BIRTHDAY EVE 


Six-Year-Old Injured While 
Watching Older Youngster 
Load Pistol. 








This would have been a very happy 
day for Freddie Schaefering, for It 
is his sixth birthday, if he had not 
been dangerously, perhaps fatally 
wounded by the accidental discharge of 
a toy pistol yesterday. 

At the City ‘'Iospital it was said last 
night that Freddie had only a slender 
chance to survive the day. But even 
if he does it will be a sorrowful Fourth 
of July for all his little playmates and 
for Walter Wescott, 15 years old, the 
“big boy’’ whom the little fellows were 
watching as he loaded the pistol that 
went off prematurely and wounded 
Freddie. 

Freddie Schaeferring’s parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Schaefering, live at 4124 
Hull place. Walter Wescott’s home is 
at 4027 Kossuth avenue. Walter, Fred- 
die and three other boys, all near Fred- 
die’s age, were standing close to Walter 
while he tried to force a cartridge into 
a toy pistol. 

Pistol Goes Off. 

Freddie was the nearest to Walter and 
he was watching every movement of the 
big’ boy with eager interest. Walter 
had difficulty in forcing the cartridge 
into the weapon. His hand slipped; the 
hammer clicked; the cartridge exploded 
and -Freddie was shot. 

The bullet did fiot fly straight at Fred- 
die but struck a telephone pole and 
glanced to one side, returning just in 
time to penetrate his left temple as he 
sprang to one side, startled by the shot. 

The boy ran to his mother, crying 
that he was hurt. She sent for Dr. C. 
H. Ball, whose office is at Lee and 
Fair avenues. Freddie was  wuncon- 
scious when the doctor arrived. 

Dr. Ball ordered an ambulance and 
the wounded boy was rushed to the 
hospital. The bullet is in the boy’s 
brain. 

A policeman from the Angelica Street 
Station went to Walter Wescott’s home 
and took him, weeping with grief over 
the result of the accident, to the House 
of Detention.

Applicants for St. Louis Fran- 
chise Will Again Seek Privi- 
lege to Sell It Here. 


NOT STATE PRIVILEGE 


Pipe Line Merchandise Held to 
Be Same as Wheat 
or Corn. 


The Oklahoma law prohibiting the 
Piping of natural gas out of the State 
was declared unconstitutional yester. 
day by the United States Circuit Court 
at Muskogee. The deciston, handed down 
by Judges Campbell and Pollock is ex 
pected to clear the way for the piping 
of natural gas to St. Louis. 

George V: Reynolds, legal representa. 
tive of the Rodgers syndicate, has ap 
piled for a franchise to sell natural gag 
in St. Louis at 40 cents a thousand 
cubic feet, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he will press his bill more 
vigorously than ever. The Rodgers syn- 
dicate has been trying for 18 months t» 
get a franchise in St. Louls, but one 
of the greatest obstacles was the Okla 
homa law, intended to bottle up the 
gas for home consumption. 

A temporary restraining order was 
issued by the Court, and then the State 
officials filed a demurrer. In overrul- 
ing the demurrer Judges Campbell and 
Pollock held that the Oklahoma law is 
a violation of the interstate commerce 
law as well as the Federal Constitu- 
tion. 

Gov. Haskell was granted time to 
file an additional pleading before the 
Court makes the temporary injunction 
permanent. The opinion of Oklahoma 
attorneys is that the decision practical- 
ly nullifies the efforts of the Oklahoma 
Legislature to bottle up the natura) 
gas. The case may, however, be ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court of the 
United States for a final decision. 

Counted on Law Bcing Nullified, 

“T had expected that the Federal Cour’ 
would hold the law unconstitutional,” 
said Attorney Reynolds to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “All of our plans for 
piping natural gas to St. Louls were 
based on the assumption that the law 
was unconstitutional, and that it would 
be a mere matter of time until it was 
knocked out. f 

Mr. Reynolds said that the decigion 
of the Federal Court verified the opin- 
ion that he has always held. Judges 
Campbell and Pollock declared that the 
law interferes with interstate com- 
merce, and that Oklahoma has 07n7% 
more right to prohibit the piping of 
gas and oil than it has to prevent tie 
shipping of wheat, corn, coal, cotton 
and other products out of the State. 


Franchise SeeKers Started Action. 
Oklahoma has an enormous supply of 


natural gas, and it was the theory of 
the lawmakers of the new State that it 
would aid materially in the development 
of its resources and industries if 't. 
could be retained for domestic con- 
sumption. 

The applicants for St. Louis  fran- 
chises were informed by State officials 
that they could net expect to use any 
Oklahoma gas. The Kansas Natural 
Gas Co., the Marnet Mining Co. of 
West Virginia, A. W. Lewis of Ohiv 
and O. A. Bleakley ‘of Pennsylvania 
instituted an injunctfon proceeding in 
the Federal Court to restrain the Okla- 
homa State officials from enforcing the 
law. 

The Rodgers natural gas holdings are 
in Northwestern Oklahoma, 350 miles 
from 8st. Louis. Mr. Rodgers and his 
associates have options on vast quati- 
ties of natural gas wells in the Hog- 
shooter district. T. N. Barnsdall, who 
has not renewed his application for a 
franchise, also has large holdings in 
this district. Barnsdall was interested 
in the cases which resulted in the lw 
being held invalid. 


HONEYWELL I$ GOING AFTER 
WORLD’S BALLOON RECORD IN 
THE CENTENNIAL AERO DASH 


Will Take Companion Who Will 
Pledge Himself to Stay Up 
to the Limit. 


The world’s long distance balloon rec- 
ord will be smashed by Capt. H. Eugene 
Honeywell in a balloon to be called 
the “‘Centennial,” which he is to enter 
in the Centennial balloon race next Oc- 
tober, if his plana dont “gang aglee.”’ 
The Centenmia: will have a capacity of 
80,000 cubic feet of gas. 

‘‘T will be the pilot,”’ sdid Capt. Hon- 
eywell yesterday. “I have not yet se- 
lected an assistant, but will have as my 
companion someone of experience in the 
air, who will join me in a pledge not 
to come down until we reach the ocean 
or the Gulf or Canada. I'm going after 
the world’s record. The ‘Centennial’ will 
be completed early in September. As 
soon as it is complete I will test it. And 
that flight, too, will have for its object 
the breaking of the world’s record.”

Stories of Young Woman and 
Alleged Bad Checks Rife 
in the Ghetto. 


Members of the Ahawas Achim An- 
shel Rumania congregation and resi- 
dents of the Ghetto are reluctant openly 
to express suspicion of their rabbi, 
Solomen Suskind, though he is sought 
by the police on a charge of embez- 
sling diamonds valued at $9000, and 
though the Ghetto is rife with rumors 
that the rabbi has deserted his family, 
going away with a younger woman than 
his wife and that, before departing, he 
cashed among his friends many checks 
drawn on an imaginary bank account. 

The embezzlement warrant was issued 
on complaint of Isadore Fishlowitz, a 
diamond dealer in the Holland Building, 
who told the police he gave the dia- 
monds, valued at $7500, -to Rabbi Sus- 
kind to sell on commission. Mrs. Sus- 
kind, who lives with her five children at 
2022 Carr street, says her husband has 
gone, she is not sure where, but that 
she believes he will return to her. She 
said yesterday she did not believe her 
husband had stolen diamonds,and ex- 
pressed confidence that, he would make 
an accounting for any he had in his pos- 
session. 

Forming Diamond Company. 


Rabbi Suskind’s uncle, Harry Stein- 
haur, who came te St. Louis three weeks 


ago from California, and has been at- 


empting to interest members of the 
abbi’s congregation in a company to 
jeal in diamonds, left St. Louis yester- 
Jay morning, accerding to other rela- 
ives, 

At 14% Blair avenue, where he has 
been living with his brother, Jacob 
Steinhaur, it was stated last night that 
the family did not know where Harry 
Steinhaur had gone, and did not know 
whether he would return. 

Rabbi Suskind came to St. Louis two 
vears ago-from Austria. He immedi- 
ately bétame a favorite with his cen- 
gregation in the Ifttle synagogue, at 
1007 North Nineteenth street. 

The rabbi took charge of the funds 
of the congregation, and when bills 
came due and there was no money in 
the treasury, he met the bills out of 
his private funds. He was a-friend in 
time of sickness and death, and he rap- 
idly won the love of his people. 

People Begin to Doubt. 

So when it was first reported that 
the rabbi had left St. Louis with dia- 
meonds which did not belong to him, 
his people declared their unbelief in the 
rumors, but as several days passed and 
other rumors became current, they be- 
gan to doubt him. 

Aside from his duties at the syna- 
gogue, Rabbi Suskind had business ven- 
tures which brought him in much mon- 
ey. He frequently received shipments 
of diamonds from a cousin in Europe. 
The cousin was often in a position to 
get good bargains in the diamond mar- 
ket. He would send them, to Rabbi Sus- 
kind, who disposed of them in St. Louis. 


Invested in Real Estate, 

Rabbi Suskind invested his money de- 
rived from diamond sales in real estate. 
and at the time of his departure is said \ 
to have had three properties in St. 
Louis. 

When he took from Fishlowitz dia- 
monds valued at $7500, he gave the dea)- 
er mortgages on property which he said 
was worth $16,000. Fishlowitz says he 
has since learned the property is werth 
not more than $2600. 

Rabbi Suskind is thought to have left 
St. Louis Thursday. Wednesday even- 
ing, in company with his uncle, he 
called at the residence of Mrs. Rosie 
Grossman, 4117 Evans avenue, and urged 
her to invest $2000 in a diamond com- 
pany to be called Steinhaur & Co. 

“Rabbi Suskind and his uncle had 
been to se@ me several times,’ 
said Mrs. Grossman yesterday. ‘‘They 
wanted me to invest $2000. I thought so 
much. of Rabib Suskind that [ was 
about to make the investment. 

Talking of Young Womaag, 

‘While we were talking it over 
Wednesday evening, Rabbi Suskind told 
me he was going to leave his family, 
and that he would not go back to his 
wife. I threw up my hands and toid 
him I would not ge into his company’ 
I told him if he would do his wife tha: 
way there was no telling what he 
would do with my money. 

“He didn’t say anything about any 
other woman, and I don’t know of any. 
though there is lots of talk amon: 
members of the congregation that he 
has been paying much attention to « 
young woman. 

“I heve not heard the name of the 
young woman they are talking about. 

“Rabbi Suskind was always so kind 
and charitable and good that it is hard 
to believe these things about him, but it 
is common talk that he cashed checks 
for several] hundred dollars leav- 
ing, and that these checks have been 
refused by the bank.” 

Said He Would Write. 

Mrs. Suskind, who came from Austria 
only seven months ago, yesterday guid: 

“He was a g00d husband, and 1 be- 
lieve he will return. He left Thursday 
and told me he thought he was going to 
Chicago and maybe to Néw York, He 
gaid he did not known just when he 
would get back, but that he would write 
to ine.”

Securities Never Came. 


Banker McNelly, who was really fur- 
nishing the money for the education of 
the Chinaman, if he was ever in Har- 
vard, did not see the humor in this let- 
ter, but he kept on sending money. 
She promised to send him $35,000 as se- 
curities for the loans, but it never 
came, we 

As his finances began to run low 
Banker McNelly insisted that his cousin 
must do something to help him out, as 
already rumors of the instability of his 
bank were in circulation. Then she 
would write or telegraph: 

“Have sent draft for $25,000. Can’t un- 
derstand why it has not reached you.” 

“NELLIDB.” 

He waited a few days for the draft 
to come and then wrote to her again. 
Then she wired : 

Am tracing draft, which must be 
lost somewhere. I will be in Blue 
Mound next week with $25,000 addi- 
tional for you. NELLIE. 
Then there were more excuses as to 

why she uid not go to Blue Mound. It 
was not until June, 1908, that the great 
light began to dawn upon the inexperi- 
enced Blue Mound banker, By this time 
Mrs. Mustaine was drawing’ two or 
three drafts and checks a day on his 
bank, and sending him threatening tel- 
egrams. In one telegram she threatened 
to withdraw, her deposits in his bank if 
he did not pay her drafts! 

This telegram is believed to have been 
sent as a bluff te the Boston bankers, 
through whom her drafts were scent for 


The letter that finally opened Mc- 
Nelly’s eyes was sent by Mrs. Mustaine 
after she had been in a Boston hospi- 
tal. Draft after draft, with hospital 
bills, had been sent to Banker McNel- 
ly, and he paid most of them. After 
Mrs. Mustaine got out of the hospita'. 
she wrote to McNelly, Aug. 17, 1908, tha; 
she had cempletely lost her memory. 
Letters and telegrams written and sert 
by her nurse, Winnifred Ladd, had fair- 
ly swamped the Blue Mound, Banker 
just before he received this letter. 

Then -he wrote a letter that was ca’: 
culated fo restore the lost memory of 
his Boston:cousin. In this letter he de- 
clared that he had warned her repeateJ- 
ly not to draw on him for more money, 
and that he was going to have her ar- 
rested if she did it again. But the let- 
ter was never delivered, and it waa 
returned to Blue Mound. 

Provides for Him itn Will, 


McNelly then wrote to her brother, 
William Spangler, in Bonham, Tex., and 
told him his troubles. He said that Mrs. 
Mustaine’s conduct had destroyed his 
credit, that the commercial agencies 
were jumping on him and making it 
very hard for him to do business. 

He was surprised to get a letter from 
Spangler stating that he too had been 
advancing money to Mrs. Mustaine, but 
he did not state the amount. It is be- 
lieved by those who have investigated 
the bank that the $12,000 shown by the 
notes to have been loaned to Mrs. Mus- 
taine is not more than one-half of the 
amount the Blue Mound banker sent to 

r. 

"Ss one of her letters she stated that 
she had been made the legatee of a 
rich olf gentleman and that she would 
come into a fortune of between $300,000 
and $600,000. She told McNelly she had 
amply provided for him in her will. 

McNelly went to Boston to see the 
contract that Mrs. Mustaine had with 
the. Chinese Government, and also her 
will, McNelly says there were four 

r five Chinese around the place, 
and several packages which she said 
contained the manuscript translations. 

She told him that the contract was 
locked in her safe deposit vault and re- 
fused to get it out for him. When her 
brother went to Boston on the same 
mission she refused, at first, to show 
him any papers. She was then in the 
r but finally she sent her nurse 
to @ bank and got a bundle of papers 
securely sealed with wax. She refused 
to break the seal, but told her brother 
that her will and her contracts were in

Mustaine that it pressed him very hard 
to do so.

She wrote for more money, 
drew drafts and checks at will on the 
Bank of Blue Mound, and sent them 
on for collection. Banker McNelly hon- 
ored hundreds of herechecks and drafts. 
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collection, as she never deposited a cent 
in McNelly’s bank. Not less than a 
dozen times of the two and one-half 
years of correspondence Mrs. Mustaine 
wrote that it would be the last time, 
thank heaven, that she would have to 
call on McNelly for money. Then, some 
times the very next day cr week, she 
would send another draft or check. At 
length the drafts began coming to Blue 
Mound through MeNelly’s rival bank. 
and he refused to pay them. Eight of 
the drafts. went to protest in a single 
month, and this caused talk. 
Warned Not to Draw Draft. 

The drafts were forwarded through 
the Old Colony Trust Co, of Boston. 
It is known in ho very definite way! 
that Mrs, Mustaine was involved in 
some sort of trouble in Boston for 
drawing the drafts and checks after 
she had been repeatedly warned not 
to do so. 

Her Chinese translation scheme was 
not the only one she held out to 
Banker McNelly. In one of her let- 
ters she told him that she had been 
engaged as chaperon for 2 rich 
Chinese girls sent to this country to 
be educated.

Up Proposed Amendment 
to Constitution. 


MUST GO TO STATES 


Legislatures Of Thirty-Five 
States Have to Pass on the 
Megqsure. 


By Wire From the Washington Ba- 

renu of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 4—The joint 
resolution proposing an amendment to 
the Federal Constitution, legalizing the 
imposition of a tax on incomes, will 
come up for consideration, in the Senate 
@t 1 o'clock next Monday afternoon. An 
agreement to that effect was reached 
today. 

The adoption of this resolution will 
round out and complete the alliance 
made between President Taft and Sen- 
ator Aldrich, by which a _ corporation 
tax amendment to the tariff bill and a 
proposal to amend the Constitution 
were to be jammed through the Senate 
as a means of defeating straight- 
out income tax legislation. 

This joint resolution will require a 
two-thirds vote in both branches of 
Congress and the article submitted must 
be ratified by the legislatures of 3% 
States. 

Mr, Aldrich {is positive the required 62 
votes can be obtained in the Senate. 
Speaker Cannon and Representative 
Paine are pledged to procure its adop- 
tion in the House. 

MeLauren Objects to Brown. 

Nenator Brown, whose resolution was 
favorably reported from the Finance 
Committee today, asked that it be taken 
up and a vote had without debate. Mr. 
McLauren objected, saying the resolu- 
tion was unnecessary, Congress already 
having ample power to tax incomes. He 
further predicted that a least 12 states 
would refuse to approve the resolution, 
“hereby rendering the proposed changes 
ineffectual. An agreement was then 
made to consider this subject Monday. 

The strife, turmoil and storminess of 
the corporation tax fight were followed 
in the Senate today by peace, quiet and 
placidity of the maximum and minimum 
provision. This was laid before the 
Senate immediately after it assembled. 
Mr. Aldrich has things moving with 
unusual rapidity and proposes to keep 
the pace going until the tariff bill has 
been hustled into conference. 

Mr. Aldrich had a_ statement read 
showing how foreign countries have 
discriminatory duties. It was read as 
a justification for the United States 
adopting the similar policy. 

The section, as presented, makes the 
tariff rates, as passed, the minimum 
duties to be collected until March 31, 
1910. After that date the President is 
empowered to collect a penalty of 25 
per cent in addition to the charges im- 
posed on all articles coming from coun- 
tries discriminating against importa- 
tions from the United States. 

Daniel Opposes Provision. 

Senator Daniel spoke at length in op- 
position to the provision. He said it 
delegated unusual and improper power 
to the President, which Congress alone 
should exercise. He offered an amend- 
ment, striking out the authorized re-

WRITES THE SPOKEN WORDS 


Inventor Has Not Officially An- 
nounced Compfeétion of Instru- 
ment Hailed by Paris Papers.

PARIS, July 3.—According to the 
Paris papers, Marconi has invented an 
abparatus, which he calls the “Tele- 
phonotypographe.”

The Parisian scientists are greatly in- 
terested in the report of this invention, 
which not only is regarded as feasi- 
blt but has long been expected.

Important dvelopments involving 
probably the Aismissal or reduction of 
several high police officials are expected 
by .friends of the State administration 
to follow Gov. Hadley’s instructions to 
the Board of Police Commissioners to 
make a thorough investigation of St. 
Louis police conditions. » 

Although informed, among 
things, that friction exists between 
Chief of Police Creecy and Chief of 
Detectives Smith, the Governor is un- 
willing to suggest radical action until 
the Police Board has sifted the real 
cause of their differences, 

Refused to Take Chief Orders, 

It is understood in police circles that 
Creecy from the first. opposed Smith 
for Chief of Detectives, and the feel- 
ing aroused by that antagonism cul- 
minated eventually in Smith’s refusal 
to take orders from the Chief of Po- 
lice, 

On more than one occasion, Creecy 
criticised the Detective Department be- 
cause of its alleged indifference to the 
work of suppressing leaders of the fa- 
mous “Bottoms Gang.” 

Charges Involves Police Captains, 

The Governor has declined to make 
known the specific complaints he has re- 
ceived regarding the police; but it is 
known they relate.to the department in 
general, and hint that, along with 
Creecy and Smith, one or more police 
captains ought to be investigated. 

Impressed by the successful house- 
cleaning now being carried on By his 
Kansas City Police Board, the Governor, 
so his advisers say, believes there is 
room for similar improvement in St. 
Louis. 

Frequently the Governor has express- 
ed himself in favor of the police merit 
system, the inauguration of which 
would, it is asserted, result in a severe 
shake-up here. 

Governor Wants Deadwood Cut. 

If there is dead wood in the depart- 
ment it ought to be weeded out, accord- 
ing to the Governor, and the new ap- 


ed solely on non-political grounds. 

Commenting on this view of the situa- 
tion, critica of the administration pro- 
fess to see in the Governor’s present 
move a scheme to turn over the St 
Louls Police Department to the Repub- 
lican party. 

In Kansas City, the Democratic lead- 
ers are charging that the Hadley 
Board is removing Democrats and re- 
placing them with Republicans and 
that lieutenants of Leader Shannon, 
who ran the police up there during a 
former administration, are being run 
to cover by the new police officials. 
Governors Friends Refute Charges, 

This the Governor’s Kansas City rep- 

resentatives have denied, asserting that 
the present crusade is simply to rid 
that town and its Police Department of 
undesirable characters, 
“In the course of the St. Louis inquiry 
the Governor may take an active part 
himself. Chief of Police Creecy, who 
is thought to be in equally as much 
danger as his subdérdinate, the Chief of 
Detectives, still has nearly two years 
to serve under the commission given 
to him by the Folk Police Board. 

It s pointed out, however, that he ean 
be removed at any time for “cause.” 
Gov. Hadley’s two appointees, com- 
missioners Teichmann and Laird, with 
Mayor Kreismann, give the Republic- 
ans a majority of the Police Board and, 
therefore, a commanding influence in 
the affairs of the department. . 

Republicans Want Jobs. 

Members of the Republican City Com- 
mittee haye numerous friends whom 
they would like to put on the force. 
but they have hesitated te make any 
direct appeal to the Board of Police 
Commissioners. In view of the fact 
that the administration is Republican, 
they feel an indorsement from a Repub- 
lican ought to have censiderable weight. 
Considerable disappointment is ex- 
pressed by Republican leaders over the 
failure of the Police Board to extend 
a helping hand to the machine spoils- 
men, 

The argument is advanced that form- 
er wovernor Folk found a«good ex- 
cuse to remove police captains and 
other police officials who owed their 
positions to his predecessor, and Hkewise 
there eught to be meritorious: ground 
on which the Hadley commissioners 
could institute a similar work of re- 


form, even if it shoulda provide only a 
few valuable. jobs.

Mrs. Zeis, Attacked With 
Wagon Spoke, Wields a 
“Baseball Bat. 


NOISE CAUSES COMBAT 


William F. Schmitt, Co-Ten- 
ant, Objects to Her Beat- 
ing on Floor. 


Mrs.-. Rosie Zeis and William F. 
Schmitt battled yesterday afternoon 
on a narrow porch at 3718 Tholozan ave- 
nue, with a baseball bat and a wagon 
spoke’ as their weapons. Schmitt hit 
Mrs, Zeis on the head with the spoke 
and staggered her, but she swung the 
bat with greater force and crushed 
Schmitt’s skull. He died as they were 


being taken to the City Hospital in the 
same ambulance. 

Mrs. Zeis is a prisoner at. the City 
Hespital. She says Schmitt would have 
killed her if she -had not kille? him, 
and that she is not sorry he is dead. 
The tragedy was the culmination of 
long-continued bickerings between co- 
tenants. 

For about a year Schmitt had rented 
from Norbert Zeis, husband of Mrs. 
Zeis, part of the Zeis dwelling, and 
had lived there with his wife and their 
12-year-old daughter. He was a stone- 
mason and was for a time in the em- 
ploy of Zeis. 

Told Him to More. 

Mrs. Zeis, who weighs 265 pounds and 
is very strong, took a dislike to Schmitt. 
May 16 they quarreled and she struck 
him in the face with her fist and ordered 
him to move out, but he did not go, 
though he ceased to work for Zeis. 
Yesterday Zeis went fishing to Gravois 
creek. Schmitt went home from his work 
at noon and he and Mrs. Zeis were soon 
quarreling: At 1:30 o'clock she sat 
down on the steps of the porch at the 
side of the house and beat on the floor 
with a stick. Schmitt thought it was 
done to annoy him... He told her to “quit 
it,” she refused and they had another 
quarrel. 

At 4 o’clock Mrs. Zels again took a 
position on the steps and peat on the 
floor with a baseball bat. Schmitt 
again demanded that she stop it, and 
she kept it up. He dared her to come 
up on the porch past his door. She did 
not immediately respond, and to make 
his défiance more definite, he placed a 
stool on the porch near his door and 
dared her to pass it. 

He Strikes Her First. 

Mrs. Zeis, with the bat in her hand, 
walked past the stool. Schmitt struck 
her on the head with a wagon spoke 
which he brought from his room. The 
blow staggered and dazed Mrs. Zeis, 
but she quickly rallied and-rushed upon 
Schmitt. . 

‘There was a clash of bludgeons. Mrs. 
Zeis attacked furiously and _ = struck 
Schmitt twice on the arm, partially 
crippling him. Then she swung the bat 
and it descended on his head with crush- 
ing force. He fell heavily against a 
bench that stood on the porch. * 

Policeman Chapman found Schmitt 
lying unconscious on the porch and Mrs. 
Zeis in need of surgical aid. He called 
an ambulance and placed them both in 
it, but when it reached the hospital 
Schmitt was dead. 

Schmitt was 63 years old. Mrs. Zels 
is 45. Mrs. Zeis’ husband learned of the 
tragedy when he returned last night 
from his fishing trip.

momentum as it slids down the rail. 

As the aeroplane gets to the end of 
the reall, traveling at the rate of close 
to forty miles an hour, Wright very 
quickly pushes a lever and the little 
planeg in front tip upward. Immediately 
the bird-like machine responds and 
Starts upward easily and gently. 

Standing behind the machine as it 
makes its start, the Impression you get 
ls exactly the same as when you see 
a great sea gull skimming along ‘the 
surface of the water, and then suddenly 
tipping upward and gliding higher in the 
air, 

Because of the limits of the parade 
ground, Orville Wright is compelled to 
make a turn soon after his aeroplane is 
in full flight. This turn is, perhaps, the 
most beautiful of all the movements of 
the machine in air. The aeroplane grad- 
ually tips to the inner side of the turn. 
until it seems as if Wright must surely 
tumble out. At this sloping angle the 
aeroplane makes its turn and then the 
aerial craft regains an even keel and 
comes sailing back over the parade 
ground, with only the buzzing whirr of 
the propellers and the coughing of the 
engine to destroy the illusion that it ts 
some great bird. 

When the machine is making a turn 
or sailing In a straight line, it has a 
gentle, rocking motion. Every now and 
then it dips gently, as it strikes some 
alr current, and then rights itself eas- 
lily. You get the impression that, the 
aeroplane is riding invisible waves of 
the ocean of the air, which is the way 
the Wrights refer to the unseen medium 
which they have so successfully learned 
to navigate. And you also get the im- 
Pression that the air waves rock the 
Wright craft much more easily and 
gently than water waves rock a boat. 
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The Wrights say that the sensation of 
sailing through the air is the most roy- 
al of all, 

Wrights Are Criticized. 

When Wright makes up his mind to 
descend, he begins tipping the little 
planes in front very cautiously. It brings 
the great bird downward on a long 
glide and when a few feet from the 
ground the aeroplane skims along for 
severai feet, then its runners touch 
lightly, and finally bring the machine 
to a full stop. 

The personality of the two brothers is 
again the source of much discussion in 
official as well as unofficial life here. 
Last year when Orville Wright refused 
to talk, he was hailed as a very mod- 
est American. This year the reticence of 
the Wrights and their apparent indif- 
terence to everyone, including the army 
men and Congress, has aroused some 
criticism. 

The Signal Corps is exceedingsly anx- 
fous that Congress. should become in- 
terested in the machine, and vote an ap- 
propriation for aeronautics that will at 
least stand comparison with the appro- 
priations made By other governments. 
For this reason, Major Squires of the 
Signal Corps, has brought out every 
afternoon different Senators and Rep- 
resentatives. All of these men the 
Wrights have snubbed and shown no 
inclination to explain their machine to 
them, or even to talk to them. 

As a result the army men gay that 
the Wrights have no patriotism, and all 
they are working for is the $25,000 that 
the .government has contracted to give 
them if their machine makes the re- 
quired flights of one hour with two pas-

Trying to Surpass Wrights. 

NEW YORK, July 3.:—Out at Morris 
Park, the members of the Aeronautic 
Society of America are making stren- 
uous efforts to develop an aeroplane 
that will equal or surpass the Wright 
machines. Six different forms of 
aerial craft are under construction. 

One is modeled closely after the 
Wright machine, the chief difference 
being between the two little planes

Prosectitions Under Banking 
Law Appear Insufficient to 
Mulcted Creditors. 





IRONWOOD, Mich., July %—In the 
effort to conceal a ruinous shortage 
from the bank examiners, attaches of 
the Irénwood National Bank are 
charged with having opened and rifled 
private safety deposit boxes of the 
bank’s customers. 

It has also been disclosed that dummy 
notes, approximating $100,000 in face 
value, and bearing the signatures of 
scrubwomen, teamsters and other per- 
sons of no means, were displayed to 
examiners as part of the assets of the 
bank. 

Depositors, who are pot now encour- 
aged to expect more than 2 cents on 
the dollar, are greatly stirred up over 
these revelations. Many of them de- 
Clare that the three prosecutions, now 
in prospect, will be by no means 
enough. 

Prosecutions Are Urged. 


They wil! urge that some of the di- 
rectors, as well as the officials more 
directly in charge of the bank’s af- 
fairs, be Indicted. 

Since the discovery, two days ago, 
that the bank’s assets were $400,000. be- 
low its capital stock every step in the 
investigation has shown a more tan- 
gied and hopeless condition. 

One of the heaviest losers is Dr. 
Whiteside, head physician of the Nor- 
ris mines, who had $33,000 in bonds 
locked in a safety box, together with 
other securities. 

This box is found to have been opened 
and all except $4000 in non-negotiable 
paper taken, to swell the assets of the 
bank, 

H. F. Jahn, president of the bank, and 
George H. Beddow, assistant cashier, 
have given bond since their arrest. E. 
[ Larson, the cashier, is in jail at 
Bessemer. 

To Grand Jury at Once, 

The Federal grand jury will meet at 
Marquette Wednesday and the gharges 
against the three men will probably be 
considered at once. 

Many of the depositors were miners, 
who were saving their earnings to bring 
their families from foreign countries. 

The president and cashier of the bank 
were heavy investors in an Arizona goid 
mine company. Their speculation in this 


ing are believed to have caused the 
bank’s straits.

Licenses to Wed Average 12.5 
Per Cent of Instruments ° 
Filed for Record. 


A theory held by many philosophers 
and political economists is that mar- 
riages are few when times are hard and 
many when the people are prosperous. 
In other words, as Henry Thomas Buck- 
le, wrote “the number of marriages 
fluctuates with the price of ‘corn’ ”’- 
(meaning food grains).” 

If many martiages in a community are 
a sign of prosperity then prosperity Is 
returning to St. Louis, for the marriage 
record for June is excelled by only 
three months in the history of the rec- 
order's office, 

In régard to this theory of marriages 
Buckle says in his ‘‘History of Civiliza- 
tlen,’”’ chapter one: 

“The number of marriages annual- 
ly contracted is determined, not by 
the temper and wishes of individ- 
vals, but by large general facts 
over which individuals can express 
no authority. It is now known that 
marriages bear a fixed and definite 
relation to the price of corn; and 
in England the experience of a cen- 
tury has proved that, instead: of 
having any connection with the per- 
sonal feelings, they are simply reg- 
ulated by the average earnings of 
the great mass of the people; so that 
this immense social and religious in- 
Stitution is not only swayed, but ‘is 
completely controlled by the price 
of food and by the rate of wages. 

Facts Compel Calenlating. - 

A careful examination of the books in 
the office of the Recorder of Deeds 
shows that in the last decade the num- 
ber of marriages has borne a definite 
relation to the volume of other activi- 
ties of which an account is Kept there. 
One dislikes to subject Love to a gross 
arithmetical process, but the facts com- 
pel it. s 

Marriage licenses in the last ten years 
have averaged 12.5 per cent of ali the 
documents and instruments with which 
the Recorder has dealt. Whether busi- 
ness went prosperously or poorly, this 
ratio persisted. It obtained in the dul) 
months and the busy months of each 
year, ‘ ‘ 

These figures in the Recorder’s »ffice 
@isclose another fact that threatens 
the romance of the merry month of 
June. That period, it would seem, is 
‘hosen not so much because the flow- 
ers are blooming and the skies ars clear 
as because business is good. For the 
statistics tend to prove that when mar- 
rlages are most numerous—as they are 
in June and November—all other part- 
nerships are prospering. 


Business Means Matrimony. 

For instance, 1905 is regarded as the 
era of the greatest commercial activity 
St. Louis has had in the last ten years. 
June of that year is credited with more 
marriages than any other month of 
that year, or any in the decennial period. 
The total that month was 1088, 

In June, 1908, after almost twelve 
months of financial depression, but 948 
licenses were issued. In June, 1906, 
the whole number of other documents 
passing through the Recorder’s hands 
was 6557. In June of last year these 
documents numbered 6466. 

In June, 1906, another exceptionally 
prosperous year, 1048 marriage licenses 
were granted, The number of other 
documents filed and issued by the Re- 
corder in the same month was 9476. 

January and February sre not seasons 
of ectivity in any commercial line. 
Neither are July ard August. In con- 
sequence. marriages are not numerous 
at such times. June ard November, 
when trade is brisk and money flows, 
Cupid & Hymen find their services most 
in demand.

A new motor, the invention of Charles 
Godlove of 2344 Whittemore place, a 
St. Louis boy, which combines the best 
features of the standard motors in a 
simpler way, has recently been entered 
at the United States Patent Office for 
the American rights. 

Owing to its light weight and nat 
size, Godlove hopes this motor will 
revolutionize aerial navigation. A mo- 
tor of this type has long been in de- 
mand. 

Charles E. Duryea, consulting en- 
gineer of the American Motor Car 
Manufacturing Association, has said of 
the motor that it is the nearest ap- 
proach in his estimation to perpetual 
motion that he has seen in any power 
producer. Capt. John Berry, aeronaut, 
indorses it. The Thames Bank Wharf 
Motor Co. of London, England, has 
offered to take out all foreign patents 
on the invention and pay a royalty 
on it. 

The chief feature of the motor is the 
great amount of horse-power that can 
be ‘procured in proportion to the size 
of the machine. A 30-horse power mo- 
tor will go within a 16-inch circle and 
will weigh‘ only 60 pounds. The small 
size and light weight is made possible 
By the. simplicity of the mechanism. 
Gas Iguited by Heat. 
The ignition system, which necessi- 
tates a spark and carburetter, is elim- 
inated. The ignition of the gas is 
brought about by heat produced by 
high compression of air. This does 
away with premature explosions of the 
charge. 
Instead of lubricating oll, 
made use of in other motors, 
is used. 
The motor has no valves or mechan- 
ism making use of valves, is air-cooled, 
and has a stationary crank-shaft, the 
cylinders themselves revolving. This 
reduces the number of moving parts 
and hence reduces the wear. 
Smaller number of parts alse reduce 
the cost of manufacture, it being esti- 
mated that the new motor can be built 
at less than half the cost of the motors 
now on the market. Another feature 
of advantage is the fact that heavier 
oils than gasoline can be used. 
Inventor a Chauffeur. 

Charles Godlove, the inventor, is 2 
years old. He is a chauffeur, at pres- 
ent employed by H. B. Collins, broker. 
He spent three years at Manual Train- 
ing School and has been working around 
automobiles and motors for seven years. 
He has also worked in the experimental 
departments of several St. Louis auto 
concerns. He has been working on his 
motor for three years, a year of that 
time having been employed in the actual 
working out of his ideas. 

Godlove has his own machine shop on 
the dorner of Channing avenue and Lo- 
cust street and it is here that he has 
done all of his work on his invention. 
He lays no claim to new ideas in his 
machine. He says that he has only 
combined the best features of the cur- 
rent motors into an economical and 
practical form.

1OENE, Ore., July 3—T. G. Barheart, 
an ex-convict, shot six men today ina 
battle with a Sheriff's posse and him- 
self was shot before his ammunition 
was exhausted, and he surrendered.

Casson gathered a posse and com- 
manded Earheart to surrender. Ear- 
heart fired several shote and fled, tak- 
ing refuge under a warehouse. Mem- 
bers of the posse surrounded the build- 
Ing. Earheart fired at the posse, 
wounding several men, and then ran to- 
word the railroad tracks. His pursuers 
fired several shots and he returned the 
first, hitting two more men. In the chase 
Karheart shot William Clark, Joseph 
Beesley, E. T. Perkins, postmaster; 
John Johnson, Deputy Sheriff Casson 
and Charles Ritchie.

In spite of a 
stiff wind the woman aeronaut elected 
to make a trip to the clouds and gave 
the word to cast off. Before the bag 
could rise to a safe height, a gust of 
wind struck it and drove it at a high 
rate of speed toward the network of 
wires on the main street. 


Caught Topmost Cable. 


Just as the parachute bar was near- 
ing the wires, Mrs. Meizell let go and 
caught the topmost cable. She missed 
her hold but fell with her arms across 
it and hung as though dead. Some one 
had the presence of mind to telephone 
to the electric power company, to shut 
off the current, which was done with 
all possible speed. 

Then the woman’s body dropped to 
the ground. Two doctors immediately 
went to work to bring her back to 
but up to a late hour 
had not succeeded in doing so. One of 
her hands was practically burned eff 
where she had been holding to the hot 
wire and she was otherwise injured.

Capt. Zwitzer of the 165th Infantry was 
shot through the heart by Capt. 
nier, a comrade, of the Sixty-first Res- 
iment, because of an alleged insult that 
had its origin two years ago, but which 
had just come to the ears of Capt. 
Granier. 

For two yvears Capt. Zwitzer has heen 
calling: himself the happiest man in the 
garrison. He was passionately fond of 
his wife and baby and he and Capt. 
Granier were the staunchest of friends. 

Shortly before his marriage Zwitzer 
celebrated his promotion to the rank of 
Captain with a party at which 
mumber of, fellow officers, their 
wives and relatives, were guests 
After the celebration Capt. Zwit- 
zer, in a particularly jolly vein, es- 
corted a young tady home and on the 
way playfully attempted to kiss her. 
She demurred, but the gallant Captain 
finally succeeded in stealing a kiss by 
a trick. 

It was all in good nature, and the 
y&ung girl was playfully perturbed. She 
forgave the Captain at once and the 
matter was apparently forgotten. A 
few weeks ago the young lady, who had

* Bravely he marched with his 
seconds to the scene of the duel 
and there drew lots with his 
former comrade to determine who 
Zwitzer

volvers in hand. For some reason, 
perhaps intentionally Zwitzer raised 
his revolver and sent his first shot 
ever Granier’s head. 

Granier responded with a cool de- 
liberate aim and sent a bullet crash- 
ing through his former comrade's 
heart,

Spring Lamhs Go on Bargain Coun- 
ter and Horses Get Near It, 
but Not Good Mules. 





Receipts last week were liberal and 
the largest received thus far this year. 
Arrivals rotaled 27,000 head. compared 
with 17,060 the week before, 20,300 two 
weeks ago, 16,560 the same period of last 


| month and 23,150 the correspending week 


&. year ago. 

Medium to prime steers met with 
ready sale throughout the course of the 
week, but the grassy light-fleshed steers 
were dull owing to the competitien of 
the heavy Texas supply. Big-weight 
steers—that is 1400 to 1500 .lbs., held 
steady while all medium te finished 900 
to 1850 Ib. steers held a comparatively 
strong level, Steers selling from $6.50 
down declined 15@25c in sympathy with 
Texas steers. The top of the market 
was $7, offerings from 900 Ibs. on up to 
1500 Ibs. bringing the price. Bulk of the 
medium to choice steers landed between 
56@6.85, and most of the grassy and 
fair-fleshed killers at $5.15@6.65. 

Good to choice heifers at $6@7 were 
active strong sellers. Getting inte the 
medium to pretty good classes between 
$5.25@5.75 the demand was not so brisk, 
with prices off 10@l5c, while the grassv 
heifers under $5.25, which have been 
very plentiful, declined 25@86c. 

Good Cowm Are Steady. 

The strictly good fat beef cows be- 
tween $4.75@5.50 maintain a steady price 
level, The competition of Texas cattle 
is a factor in the sale of the others.

The week started out in good shape on 
the hogs and the best on Monday 
sold at $8.25 while the bulk of the good 
hogs sold at $7.75@8, but the next two 
days the market was draggy, and on 
the decline so that on Wednesday the 
top was down to $8.05 for a single load, 
and the bulk of the desirable hogs sold 
at $7.60@7.85, with a good many plains 
grade around $7.50.

Traders Holding Off in Absence. of 
New Movement and Situation 
Very Dull. 


PRICES ARE HAMMERED : 


‘Splendid Harvest Conditions Cause 
Lower Range of Values— {|, 
* . Corn Depressed. 


Farmers seem in no hurry to market 
their wheat. Despite the fact that cut- 
ting has been going on for severa', 
weeks in many sections and has been 
in full swifig over practically the en- 
tire belt for some time, extremely littie 
of the new crop is showing up at the 
primary markets. The rapid moving out 
ef the old steck m anticipation of 
good receipts of the new has reduced 
stocks in all pesitions to almost noth- 
ing. This tended to prolong the con- 
gestion in the cash article, which con- 
tinued to command ready sale at large: 
premiums ever the futures. Its scarcity 
prevented any large trade in cash 
wheat, and the market generally lacked 
life, but it was c by 
strength as well as dullness. The fail- 
ure of the expected rush ef new wheat 
to the market te materialize also teud- 
ed to keep the shorts anxious, and, In 
conjunction with some bullish foreig, 
news, deterred during a greater part of 
the week, and aggressive bear raids on 
the speculative market. The market 
was severely hammered on the final two 
days, however, and closed in @ weak 
position, at short declines. 

Quotations on the actual) wheat were 
at times purely nominal, so pronounced 
was the dullness. However, there all 
arrivals were well absorbed, and late -n 
the week No. 2 red was worth §1.23 
for the new and about $1.46 for the old, 
No, 3 red, $1.2% for the new and $1.27 
for the old; No, 4 was not traded in 
at all, and No. 3 hard sold at $1.25@1.30,7) 
No, 3 hard at $112@1.20 and No. 4 hard 
at $1@1.12. 

Flood Scare Exploited. 

A new danger to the crop, or rathor 
an aggravation ef an old one caused 
some apprehension among the trade 
It is excessive moisture. There were 
heavy \rains over a large part of the 
winter wheat belt and the streams got 
perilously high, threatening the grain 
in the lowlands. The Missouri River. 
according to reports from Kansag City, 
reached the high-water lark, and 
alarm was felt over threaten in 
sections of Kansas and Missouri. These 
reports were quite sensational on sev- 
eral days, but it is thought that the 
situation has not been materially | 
changed, and the outlook in generai is 
still a hopeful one, Late reports said 
that the streams had reached the high 
points and would recede from now on. 
No actual damage was done, aside from 
causing the plant to be slow in: ripe»- 
ing—which, however, if true, would, un- 
der the present conditions, be a serious 
factor—and not more than half a day's 
delay in cutting will be incurred. The 
raing were lightest in the sections 
where harvesting Was most extensiva, 
and that operation is still progressing 
favorebly.

Believed to Have Been En- 
glishman Who Dropped 
Title to Be American. 


YUMA, Ariz., July 2.~-A second coron- 
er’s inquest was held today over the 
body of the man supposed to be Sir 
Arthur Cowell-Stepney, Baronet of Lon- 
don, who died suddenly at the South- 


ern Pacific Station here yesterday. 

It was proved that he had suffered 
greatly from the heat after arriving here 
and that this, coupled with a weak 
heart action, had caused his sudden 
end. Examination of the papers found 
in the dead man’s luggage shows him 
to have been born in Germany of En- 
glish parentage, about 70 years ago. 

He was a naturalized American citizen, 
his papers having been taken out in 
Los Angeles in 1906. A mass of corre- 
spondence shows him to have been an 
entomologist of note, brought to the 
desert by the desire to increase his ex- 
tensive collection of beetles. 

No reply has been re@eived to cables 
sent yesterday to London solicitors. The 
body is held at an undertaker’s estab-: 
lishment. 

G. Mortimer White, British vice-con- 
sul in Los Angeles, was well acquainted 
with Sir Emile, who was a guest at a 
hotel here and left Los Angeles six 
months ago, since which ‘time his 
friends had heard nothing from him. 

He was married in 1876 to the Hon- 
erable Margaret Leicester, youngest 
@aughter of the second Baron De Tab- 
ley. He obtained a divorce from her in 
America, but it was held invalid in the 
English courts in 1903 when, on @ peti- 
tion of lady Cowell-Stepney, a judicial 
separation was granted.

Roger Bresnahan of the Cardinals, adopting them 
from the English game of cricket, has added to all 
the other cumbersome accoutrements of the catch- 
er. This innovation, which has not yet become 
trite to the averare “rooter,” is but the most 
recent development in.a system of protection for 
baseball players which has been necessitated by 
the evolution of the game, particularly during the 
past two seasons. 

The most striking recent trend in the national 
sport has been a terrific development of base run- 
ning and base stealing as the concomitant of a 
decline in batting, which is itself a result of the 
recent ultra perfection of pitching and fielding. 
‘This has amounted to nothing less than a revolu- 
tion in the game, and has required the creation 
of an entire new body of strategy and the devel- 
opment of a new type of ball player. 

In the old days of abundant hits, the baserun- 
ner rested patiently on his base, waiting for the 


ef injury to handic-pping their swiftness of mo- 
tion, though they know that no day passes with- 
out some player’s having been spiked more or less 
seriously. 

But they are hoping for some light, unham- 
pering means of protection which will not in- 
terfere with the cat-like agility which must be 
theirs. The disadvantages of armor they see too 
often when a crafty batter drops a “bunt” 10 feet 
in front of a catcher. The latter has to free him- 
self from his mask before he can field the ball, 
and often the pitcher can run 50 feet to the 
ball before the c:tcher can reach it. In the mean- 
while, a swift-footed runner has time to reach 
his base. If all players were handicapped thus, 
the lightning speed game would be retarded into 
what 1909 “fans” would consider a sport of tor- 
toises. 

It was not so many years ago that baseball 
players wore no protection whatever, not even the 
catcher, this player being compelled to stand far 
enough behind the batter to catch the pitched 
balls on the first bound and only coming in close 
to catch the third strike. Fielders caught vicious 


next batter to slug the ball before attempting to 
move. When he was advanced, he thought all re- 
quired of him was to reach the next base with 
safety. But today the “fans” see fleet baserun- 
ners like Byrne of the Cardinals score’ from 
first base on a single, by dint of sheer audacity, 
fearlessness and speed of foot.. 

The great Tyrus Cobb of Detroit is perhaps the 
typicalplayer of the new regime. He runs bases 
with a recklessness approaching daredeviltry, and 
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liners and throws barehanded, and ‘few of -the h 
old timers were there who did not have a choice 
assortment of broken and distorted fingers. Final- 
ly, some of them took to bandaging the first two 
fingers of the catching hand together in order 
to prevent them from being split asunder—an ac- 
cident frightfully common.

tion, pointed either east and west or 
north and south. As a vein running 
diagonally from northeast to south- 
west would be met in either direc- 
tion by a line drawn from the instru- 
ment to the vein, it makes no differ- 
ence whether the instrument is point- 
ed in the one direction or the other. 

If the instrument is pointed in a 
direction to intersect a vein, either 
near at hand or far away, the knob 
on the steel rod oscillates. If the 
instrument is pointed parallel to the 
vein it will not respond.

When the oscillation pf the knob 
indicates the direction in which there 
is a vein, the expert proceeds in that 
direction until he finds a spot where 
the knob will not oseillate if the 
instrument is held perpendicularly.

The width of the vein is 
ascertained by continuing to test un- 
til a spot is found where there is no 
response while the instrumen: is held strong, 
horizontally.

. HAT the suicide of a St. Louis 
boilermaker’s daughter should 
compel a complete revolution 

in the news gathering service of Lon- 

don, the greatest city in the world, 
is remarkable enough. That it should, 
in addition, provoke a king to visit 
an ostentatious snub upon a scion of 
the multi-millionaire American house 
of Vanderbilt is almost thrilling. 
But when, to cap the climax, the 
death of this humbly-born Missouri 
woman sets the British Parliament 
by the ears and bids fair to induce 
a momentous amendment of the law 


once again that there is nothing in 
fiction so amazing as the truth.

es" changes of wearing the hair, 
upon the heads of women as well as 
upon the faces of men, may have a 
deeper significance than can be at- 
tributed to passing fashions or to hab- 


its. 

The ancient Greeks, to whose ideals 
of beauty the civilized world has ever 
paid the highest tribute, adorned not 
only the heads of their gods with Am- 
brosian locks, but also gave them 
wonderful beards, that of Jupiter as 
well as of Mars being long and beau- 
tifully ringletted. These gods were

’ power, and up to comparatively recent 
times the masculine beard was re- 
garded as an evidence. of virility.

Giant Shark 


Capt. Charles Thompson Has 
Thrilling Adventure With a 
School of 100 Hammerhead 
Sharks in the Water Off the 
Florida Coast 


RUST to Capt. Charles Thompson of Miami, 
A Fla., for exciting adventures with denizens 
of the deep blue sea. He nas had many 
of them, partly because he: makes a business of 
hunting freak fish, etc., and partly because he 
cannot help it, but his greatest triumph came re- 
cently when he tackled and landed the largest 
hammerhead shark eVer seen in or about that 
part, dead or alive. The monster measured 16 
feet in length and weighed in the neighborhood 
of 2000 pounds. 

The story of the capture of this giant shark, 
true in every word of it, makes the yarns ° 
writers of fiction pale into insignificance. It was 
an experience few would care to encounter. 

Early in the morning Capt. Taompson went to 
sea in his 22-foot power dory in quest. of green 
turtle. He was accompanied by his brother-in- 
law, and when half a mile of more off shore he 
‘ran into a school of a hundred h 
sharks. :

It is 
not too much to anticipate, with the 
oiling of roads becoming more gen- 
eral, that complete extinction of the 
St. Louis mosquito will be accom- 
plished. 

The secret of the unsought result is 
that roadside ditches are the princi- 
pal and preferred breeding places of 
the mosquitoes. The reason for this 
is that the parasitic enemies of the 
mosquito.do not abide there and there 
fs a better chance for the larvae to 
escape molestation until hatched. 

And the way the havoc is wrought 
by the oiling of the roads is this: The 
ol] is sprinkled on the roadway. The 
rain descends and the water, impreg- 
nated with oil, flows into the way- 
side ditches. The mosquito, unmind- 
ful of danger, breathes kerosene into 
his system.

And this is how the mosquito gete 
the kerosene into his system, as tol¢ 
by Dr. Edward A. Ayers, a well- 
known bacteriologist of Washington, 
D.C. 

“The mosquito larvae much resem- 
bles the whale in breathing. He has 
a trumpet-like tube extending from 
his caudal end which he brings to the 
surface of the water. Through this 
he inhales. If a film, no matter how 
thin, of kerosene lies on the water he 
will draw in a little dose with the 
first respiration, and it will cause 
convulsions, coma and death.” 

It is certainly highly important that 
the spread of the mosquito family 
should be checked by kerosene or In 
some other way. Dr. Ayers says that 
“a single family outfit will turn out 
10,000,000,000 copies within two ap- 
pearances of the moon.”

And although the mosquito is small 
he is mighty. “His influence in bend- 
ing the course of history-making has 
been greater than that of any rival 
breed—even of snakes,” says Dr.

Two-thirds of all the deaths in the 
South are due to malaria, and two- 
thirds of this malaria is given by 
mosquito bites. 

In Italy, where malaria has gained 
a firm foothold, thanks to the mos- 
quito, 5,000,000 acres of good agricul- 
tural land lie idle or at least poorly 
worked. One scientist went so. far 
as to say that the mosquito has, 
through malaria, killed half the hu- 
man race. With proper treatment 
and measures it is estimated that 
many millions of acres would be made 
useful in the United States.
